Tha ubove analyxis will be far from cin-
vineing the tnxpayers of the state that any
decronvs will be mode in the tolal appropria-
tions under two years ago. On the surface
thera Is n slight decrease, but it must he
remembercd that there are a number of lnrge
ftims not Inelnded In the above tabolation.
For Instance, the leglslnture has already ap-
proprlated 360,000 for the drouth sufferers anid
tho houre huw passed a bill making an addl-
tional appropriantion of $200,000 The friends
of this latter bl claim to have twenty-one
votes with which to pass [t through the
genate, and It may thus be falrly presumed
that the tolal approprintion for the drouth
auffercrs will amount to 250,000,

The committee on clalms has alteady In-
trodueced a bill, house roll No. 612, recom-
mendlime an approprintion for the payment of
4306 wcparate clalms filel with the auditor
during tho pnst two years. Theae olaims are
for the paymont of bountiea on wild animals,
offeers’ fees for the return of tugltives foom

None of
the clalms for leglslntive supplies, for paper-
Ing, cléaning and painting the state capitol,
carpets, furniture, ste,, ordered lnst Decomber
by Allen, for printing and Incldental expanses,
for fuel and Nghts for the state eapitol during
the session, and for miscellanegus clalms en-
trely too numerous to mentlon, have been
allowed yot,

The expenses of the maximum rate trial

The question to be determined during the
epsuing ten or twelve days s, will the
logislature stand solidly for the recommenda-
tions of the ways and means committee, or
Will the fricnds of the etate institutions com-
blne to make large increases? If the Intter
solution 15 presented, the approprigtions will
run dangerously near the $3,000,000 mark.

ONE IMPORTANT OMISSION.

Up to the present tlme the ways and
meang committee has made & most Important
omluxion in its recommendations, Two years
ago the Jegislature placed at the disposal
of the governor $10,000 to be used In defray-
ing the expenses of the sult brought by the
state to recover the $235000 lost In the
Capltal Natlonal bank failure. The ltigation
thus authorized has been drageing slowly
and palnfully diring the past ffteen months.
First sult was institutess fn the distriet
court In and for Douglag county. The de-
ciwton of Judge Davis threw the case out of
that district court for lack of jurisdiction,
Then an appeal was taken to the supreme
court, where Judge Davis was sastained,
Then the wupreme court was applied to for
an order granting permission ta try the
case before the supreme court withoul golng
through the distriet courts of Lancaster
county. The order was granted and the case
el for last fall, A postponement was ge-
cured until Janovary, and then the death of
one of the bondsmen, John Fitzgerald, occa-
sloned nnother delay. The case |s about
ready for trial and may be taken up within
a few weels, possibly at the sitting of the
court next week,

Of the $10,000 originally appropriated but
$1.600 has been expended, leaving a balance
In' the state treasury of §8,500, Although
the expenses of the caming trlal before the
supreme court will be heavy, (t is belleved
thut $5.600 will be amply sufliclent to pay
all alalme.

But the $£5.600 stll]l unexpended will, under
operation of law, revert baek to the treasury
on April 1. It will be necessary, In the
Judgment of many, for the legislature to
renew the appropriation, Such was the judg-
ment of the leglslatore two years when it
reappropriated  the unexpended balance of
$14.548 In the World's fair fund.

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INSURANCE FIGURES JUGGLED

How Interested Persons Have Sought o
Mislead the Legislature,

METHODS OF UNDERWRITERS EXPOSED

1, (. Nontty Siates the Faots About the
Valued Polley Law and Declares 1t

ins Not Inereased the Hae-
nrd In This State.

OMAHA, Mareh 6—To the Bditor of The
Hoe: As a vigorous effort 1s being made by
the Insuranes companies, (hrough their local
representatives, to soecure from the present
logislature the repeal of the valued polley
Inw In this =tate, a few facts regarding the
oporntion of Insurance In Nebraska for the
past ten years may be of interest, The In-
suranoe lobby st Lineoln Is earnestly plying
every member of the legislature with an array
of statistics to prove that there has been an
“alarming increase of the loss rate)” and
that the valued policy law ls wholly respon-

sibls for It, in that it hax so greatly In-
oreased the moral bhazard of Insurance, In
thelr demonsteations the underwriters In-

variably flgure from the basle of “‘ratio of
lowson fneurred to premiums recelved.” and
theén draw the conclusion that the increase
of the loss rate Is whaolly due to the "incen-
tive 1o [neendiarism® and the “premium on
arson™ offéered by this law, LooKing at It
from that standpoint even Audltor Moore
says in hisx last report that he “can’t resist
the coricluslon' that such has been the effects
of that law.

The difienity arlees from the fact that the
underwriters from Intent, and the casual ob-
seever from lack of thought and Investiga-
tion, figure entirely from a false basis, and
thelr “Irresistible conelusions’™ are thercfore
erroneous, The astute underwriter Invari-
ably bases his computations upon the ratio
of loss to premiums reeelved, and 18 also
vareful to use the ‘‘losses incurred” column
Instead of the “losses pald'” when pregenting

his flgures to the publie, and the casunl
teader accepts his soplistry a8 an lncon-
tewtable fact,

CONVICTED BY THEIR OWN MOUTHS.
The sworn statement of the companies
dolng business in this state, as fled with the

nuditor of state, proves conclusively the
falsity of thelr premise and the error of the
concluslon drawn therefrom. A proper
annlysis of thede reports will prove con-
cluslvely to the mind  of any Impartial
redader that the fncrepge of moral hoagard
hus not béen as “alarming' as Insurance

writers have portrayed It, and that insurance
sompunies in Nebraska are not suffering any
hardships or injustice from the operation of
the valued poliey law., Thelr base of reck-
oning is radically wrong, from the fact that
premium and loss bear no ratio relations
whatever to each other. They represent
unlike quantities and therefore no true ratio
cun exigt between them. The premium upon
an insurance polley Is not the contract be-
tween the company and the insured, but s
simply the compensation pald by the Insured
for the contract. It Is not based upon the
loss covered by the poliey, but upon the pre-
sumption that no loss will be incurred. It Is
the price of a hazard that the company will
not be ealled on to pay the indemnity named
in the policy.

In insurance all premlums are supposed to
he based upan the risk assumed, and all
losses must be computed upon the same
hasls. The rate of premiums varies ac-
cording to the degree of physieal hazard
involved, competition enforced and many
other contingencies consequent wupon the
business of fire insurance, while the loss, If
any. Is fixed by the specific terms of the
contract, In the adjustment of a loss the
measure of damage 18 by no means figured
upon the premium paid, but upon the face
value of the risk assumed.

To arrive at the true ratlo of Increase or
decrense of the loss rate for any given perfod
the computation must be made upon the
valume of risks carrled and not upon the
volume of premiums recelved. This propo-
sitlon will commend itself to the unblased
Jjudgment as the only true and correct basis
for computing the increpse of the loss rate.
Underwriters, by their method of figuring,
drop from thelr caleulations the very Im-
portant feature of the increase of the risks
assumed.

FICURES THAT SHOW T"ACTS.

For the Intelligent and thoughtful study of
thig subject by the readers of The Bee I have
compiled a complete synopsis of the Insurance
business of Nebraska for the past ten years,
making a comparative showing of business
for five years preceding the enaciment of
the valued policy law with the five years
under Its operation, These figures are ob-
talned from the sworn statements of the
pompanies themselves, as filed with the
nuiditor, the computations of ratios snd aver-
uges being wholly based thereon:
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I desire 10 call the reader's attention to a
few prominent facis, conclusively proven by
thy above table. that completely refute all
charges against the valued policy law:

1. That insiead of companies withdrawing
from the siate, as threatened by redson of
the enpectment of that law, the number of
companies doling business In this state has
actunlly ingreased from an average of nlnety-
four during the Arst period Lo 110 durlng the
past five yeurs.

But it must be borne
In mind also that the volume of risks written
has also increased very materialiy, and that
while there has also been an Increase In
the volume of premium receipts, yel, owing
to the reduction referred to, this |ncrease

HAS NOT INCREASED THE HAZARD.

What I claim, and what T think 1 have
proven  conclusively, 18 that  the valued
poliey 1aw has  not increased  the moral
hozard of Insurance In this state one lota,
and the only manner in whigh It has affected
the loss rate at all {5 that it has simply
compelled the companies to comply with their
part of the contract, and In chse of total
less pay the full amount of indemnity for
which they had aceepted premium from the
Insured.

Whatever Inereage of moral hazard thera
han heen during the past five years s, 1 be-
lleve, due wholly 1o the conditions of the
times and not in any degree to legislation,
From 1884 to 1888 inclusive thils country
was blessed with good crops and a general
era of prosperity. Husiness interests wers
prosperous, employment amply sufficlent to
meet all demands of labor, and money eir-
cilated freely; while the five years follow
Ing the ennctment of the valued policy law
have beenr peenlinrly disastrous upon busi-

ness.  Three of the five years have  wit-
nesed almost a total erop fatlure o this
gtate, while the crisis of 1803 has had un

unprecedented dopressing effect upon all lines
of business. In conseguence of these condl-
ticns there Is no doubt but that the frietion
of 4 heavy Insurance policy against a de-
preciated property or an unprofitable busi-
tegs  has  produced a  great  deal  of
“spontaneous combustion’ in this country
during the past two or three years, from
which Ingurance companies have suffered
severely, But the valued palicy law should
not and eannot be held responsible for the
depressed conditions of the times and the
general lack of prosperity from which' the
country Is suffering. Furthermore, that law
applies only to the Insurance of real property
and npot to merchandige and other personal
property, and 1 venture the asgertion that
by far the larger part of the Increase of the
logs rate comes from personnl property risks
and that the increage of moral hazard fs
directly chargeable to the B0 per ecent In-
surance clause adopted by the companies
themselves,

There was no valued policy Iaw prior to
1889 in this state, yet in the report of the
auditor of public accounte for the year 1800,
on page 417, I find a table which shows that
the ratio of loss to premiuvms recelved In
the year 1880 was T8 per cent, which exceeds
the highest ratio since that time by 14 per
cent.  Yet “moral hazard'’ was  scarcoly
hinted at-by tke underwriters until after the
enactment of a wvalued polley law. Why
this sudden change? The fact is that the
moral hazard was far greater under the old
methods of Insurance, when agents wouid
plaster a risk with all the policies that the
insured could be induced to pay for. regard-
less of the value of the property insured, and
the companies in case of loss would bulldoze
the unfortunate owner Into any sort of a
sgettlement they pleased under threats of
Incendiarism by reason of over-Insurance,

ATTACK ON THE VALUED POLICY LAW.,

South Omaha Packers Explode an Argu-
ment Used by the Insuranee Lobby.

A eircular lssued by the insurance lobby
contained a somewhat exhaustive argument in
favor of the repeal of the “valued poliey'
lnw passed by the Nebraska legislature in

1889, The polnts made are those that have
become familiar in the discussion
of the subject during the last

As a cracker to the summing up
of propositions with whieh the circular con-
cludes 18 this paragraph:

“It prevents large corporations, such as the
packing houses of South Omaha and other

large plants of lke character, from procuring
{nsurance to cover actual property in sight
and of good market value, because of the
faet that the insuranee companies now doing
business in this state cannot afford to carry
such large risks alone, and other good com-
panies that would be willing to Insure these
plants will not do so, owing to the fuct of the
existence of this unjust law."

Last evening packing houss managers were
agked as to the truth of this eharge,

Mr, Bldward Cudahy of Cuodahy's eald:
“Thoere is no truth whatever in it. We have
no trouble in getting all the Insurance we
want, and the ‘valued policy® law does not
affect us In the least, unless It be that ita
operation is such as to cause Insurance com-
panles to raige rates, The packing houses
have no definlte objection to the law."

Sald Manager A, O, Foster of Swift's: “Wa
can get wll the insurance for which we are
willing to pay. While we usually Insure for
R0 per cent, we could insure for the entioe
vitlue of our property If we chose to do
ko'

Manager Noyes for Hammond sald there
wan nothing in the operation of the law that
prevented bis company from euaslly obtuining
Insurance for nctusl velue If it chose to carry
that.

WASHINGTON, March 10.—The VUnited
States consul al Luxembourg outlines the
scheme of an international labor exchang
which has proven wvery beneficinl in  that
grand duchy In faellitating the employment
of labor. It was instituted In 1892, and
every postofllce co-operates in the transmis-
glon of offers and applications for employ-
ment between wage earners and wage payers.
Offers are addressed to the nearest postoffics
on postal cards, The applications ars regls-
tered, and are publicly posted in all post-
offices, In rallway stations and public houses,
The posteffice assumes no respomsibility in
the business beyond the transmission and
posting of applications and offers, The post-
master informs an applicant by postal card
when an offer of employment Is recojved,
A statement attached shows that during two
years there were recélved through this sys.
tem 1,904 applications for employment, and
1,701 of these secured placss, During the
same time 3,614 employers applied for help
and engaged 4,472 perzons,

Half n Milllon In Gold Buried Annunily with
Amerieans, 5o a Frenchman Says.

A Frenehman who recently made a tour of
the United States has been writing some
of his impressions In Le Temps. In one of
hig articles he says that what struck him
particularly In this country was the Ameri-
can habit of filling the testh with gold. He
consulted statisticians, he says, and by figur-
ing on information given by them has dis-
covered that the gold annually pounded inte
cavitics In the tecth of Americans amounts
to the value of §500,000. All of this precious
metal, he says, Is burled with the Yankees
when they dis, and he figures that at the end
of thrée centuries the cemeterles of Amerlea
will contaln gold to the value of £30,000,000.
“l am afrald,” the writer goes on lo say,
“that this will prove too templing to the
practicul mind of the future American, and
wo shall sea the day when companiea will be
organized to mine the cemeteries and re-
cover the gold secreted in the jaws of dead
ancestors.”’

The writer then goes on and figures on
the average amount of gold in the teeth
of each demd pergon. He has evidently been
consulting the record of vital statistics, for
he says that 875,000 people died In the
United States in 1830, This would bring the
value of the gold in ench dead person’s teeth
to an average of about 65% cents, and he
thinks that In well crowded cemeteries the
mining of this gold could be carried on
profitably, despite the small average value,
